Death Claims Hugh Johnson, 
Who Directed NRA Program 


Pneumonia Fatal To Former 


Soldier And Columnist In 


Hotel At Washington 


Br The Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 15 — Gen. 
Hugh S. Johnson—the hard-driving, 
*»*ry-tongued “iron pants” of the 
Firat World war, and the recovery 
period NKA, and more, recently a 
caustic newspaper columnist—died 
of pneumonia today, 12 hours after 
writing a last column against his 
doctor's orders for rest. 
Death came to the 59-year-old 
former eoldier at 4:45 a. rn. in a 
Washington hotel. He had been 
weakened by several months of ill 
health. 
Although he roee from captain 
to a brigadier general with a 
Distinguished 
Service Medal 
in 
the first World war, Johnson died 
a 
technically private. 
President 
Roosevelt last April 30 refused 
his reappointment ae an army re­ 
serve officer. 
Gen. Johnson came to national 
Came in 1933, when he stormed 
across the country organizing the 
NRA—the recovery period system 
cf codes of practice for business 
and industry to keep prices and 
wages from being deflated. 
He assailed as “chislers”, "tor­ 
ies” and “traitors” all those who 
refused to cooperate with him. 
When his NRA was in full swing 
he estimated that it had made 
3,000,000 lobs and Increased the 
oaontry's purchasing power by 93,* 
000,000 a year. 
In his vitriolic campaign against

violators of the NRA Blue Eagle 
codes Johnson added the phrase 
"crack down” and many others to 
the American language. In May, 
1935, the Supreme Court declared 
the NRA setup unconstitutional 
and Johnson resigned, explaining 
that Blue Eagle was now a “sick 
chicken”. 
Impatient of restraint, the gen­ 
eral bad quarreled frequently with 
fellow New Deal officials, often 
criticized the "brain trust” of pres­ 
idential advisors and finally, in 
October of 1935, he'denounced the 
New Deal for “amazing blunders 
and failures”. 
He once publicly told Harry 
Hopkins to “go to hell”.

United States air forces, ^striking the first blow in Gen­ 
eral Douglas MacArthur’s pledged offensive to liberate the 
Philippines, made a smashing attack on Japanese bases in 
those islands Monday and Tuesday, MacArthur^ headquarters 
announced today. 
The raiders, 13 big American bombers operating from 
Australia, attacked Japanese-occupied Manila, the Philippine 
capital: Cebu, 250 miles south of Manila, and Davao, on Min­ 
danao island, 600 miles south of Manila. 
Brig. Gen. Ralph 
Boyce led the bombers. 
It wag not disclosed immediately whether the planes took off 
from Australia or from bases still held In the 7,000 Islands o f to* 
Philippine archipelago. 
Gen. MacArthur’* headquarters said 
the attackers destroyed 
hangars and damaged runways at Nichols field, in Manila. 
At Davao, a Japanese bomber was destroyed and several others 
were damaged, two transports were bit and one probably wa# sunk. and 
a seaplane was shot down and two others were damaged. In addition. - 
Japanese troop concentrations were pounded, as well as docks and 
warehouses. 
Three Japanese Transports Bunk 
At Cebu, where 12,000 Japanese troops recently landed In an at­ 
tempt to conquer that central Philippine x Island, three enemy trail- 
ports were sunk and two others hit, the communique said. Three Jap­ 
anese planes were shot down and ssveral damaged on tho ground. 
Thus, Gen. MacArthur gave explosive warning to Japan of the 
Allies’ rising aerial power and underlined his pledge to defenders 
of the Philippines that “I came through and I will return.” 
There are some 7,000 islands in the Philippines and only a few 
of them have been occupied by the Japanese. To attack from Australia, 
nearest known bases of the Americans, th* planes would have had 
to fly 2,000 milos to reach Manila and 1*400 mites to ranch Davao.

WASHINGTON, April 15 — An 
already heavily-loaded naval pa­ 
trol plane recently rescued 16 men 
and one woman from a life raft in 
the Caribbean, the navy reported 
Tuesday, and flew them safely to 
Guantanamo bay, Cuba, despite 
the fact that it had to take off from 
a bumpy sea with a total of 25 per 
sons aboard. 
The twin-engined craft, which 
had a normal carrying capacity of 
only seven men, was piloted by En 
sign Francis E. Pinter, 28, of Beth­ 
lehem, Pa., who continued his hunt 
for enemy submarines even while 
performing the hazardous rescue 
mission. 
“I did not drop my depth charges 
on the rough sea handing or take 
off,” Pinter reported to his su­ 
periors, "as I had hoped that we 
might sight an enemy submarine 
crossing windward passage.” # 
Survivors Of Sunken Ship 
The 17 persons rescued were 
survivors of a torpedoed American 
merchantman, the loss of which 
was announced recently by the 
navy, and they were picked up by 
the patrol plane, a Consolidated 
“Catalina,” while It was making a 
flight from San Juan, Pert© Rico, 
to Guantanamo bay, Cuba. 
“We had 500 gallons of gas, 
Pinter said, “two depth charges, 
beaching gear, three machine guns, 
three tow reels and wire targets 
and personal gear, besides the per­ 
sonnel on board. 
“On the other hand we had 'burn 
ed 300 gallons of gas which was 
1,800 pounds less than wa had on 
take-off; so I decided to land.” 
Once on the water he was able 
to determine that the raft was 
crowded with 16 men and one wo­ 
man and that they had tasted 
neither food nor water for 60 
hours, their vessel having been tor­ 
pedoed in the early morning of 
March 7. 
Lins Passed To Survivors 
The sea was rough and it was 
impossible to taxi the plane up to 
tbs raft so Pinter maneuvered it 
so that a line could bs passed to 
the survivors and the raft pulled 
to the bow of the plane. Aviation 
Machinist’s Mate First Class Stan 
ley

Bezanson, 
a 
crewman 
climbed out on a wing and made 
the line fast. 
The survivors were taken into 
the plane through the navigator’s 
hatch, all of them virtually having 
to be carried aboard by the navy 
men, they were so exhausted.

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No More Suspense On France 
F 
OLLOWING the Aret hard blow of what seems 
to be virtually complete French surrender to 
Germany there is a feeling of relief. Suspense has 
ended. The United Nations can quit pulling out 
daisy petals to find out whether France loves them 
or not. She loves them not. 
Laval’s new ascendancy may not mean as much 
as extreme alarmists fear. But it does mean be­ 
yond question of doubt that the attempt to force 
france out of the German orbit not only has failed, 
But has failed conspicuously. Laval's Nail sympa­ 
thies are notorious. 
Now that the thing that was greatly feared here 
and in Britain has happened hoping that it wouldn’t 
happen seems even sillier than it did before, France 
Was defeated soundly by Germany two years ago—so 
roundly that it retained no control over its destiny. 
Yet, since then, It has been permitted to retain 
a semblance of control, for reasons that will be 
easier to understand when the history of the war 
has been compiled. Hopes of the anti-Axis bloc 
were encouraged to rise out of proportion to the 
realities of the situation. 
There was little room left for choice, between 
Germany, vith Its brutal hands on France’s throat, 
and Great Britain and the United States, trying to 
carry on a desperate flirtation by remote control. 
. France has done what It was destined to do from 
tjie Instant It surrendered to Germany’s superior 
military strength; It has become a German-ruled 
territory. Henceforth, It will be useful no longer to 
Germany as a kind of hokum buffer stats. It will 
pull its weight openly In the war effort. 
Germany Is making Its last desperate effort to 
rule the world. It has no further use now for masks 
and hokum. 


Did Someone Guess Wrong? 
fv H IO Democrats In the big cities, still peeved 
^ 
because they couldn't panic Gov. Bricker Into 
cutting the state surplus melon for their various 
•njoyment*. have a new rallying cry now. 
Gov. Bricker, they are alternately whispering and 
Screaming, is a bad, bad man because he is not 
'Willing to pay for civilian defense with the surplus. 
This is supposed to put him out of step with the 
War effort. Cleveland Democrats, in particular, are 
drooling over this one, they'd get the biggest cut 
bf melon. 
No doubt the vote-getting strategists have figured 
out aU the angles on this thing and think It Is fool­ 
proof. And perhaps It is. A lot of things can happen 
In short order these days. 
For the time-being, however, It seems significant 
that Democrats aren't tumbling over one another 
for tbs chance to run against Gov.

Sir Stafford Cripps is on his way 
borne, but that only raises the question of what he 
hoped to accomplish when he went to India. 
If the Indians were not organized to defend them­ 
selves before he came, they would not be organised 
by the time the Japanese were ready to attack. 
As for stim ulating their fighting spirit by promises 
of dominion status In the future, or even dominion 
•ta tu s Immediately, It never has been more than 
thinly concealed that India was about aa well pre­ 
pared for dominion status as any other similar area 
of the earth’s land area without a central political 
authority or effectual social discipline. 
In all probability while negotiations have been 
proceeding between Sir Stafford and Indian leaders, 
Gen. W avell has been doing about everything that 
anyone could do to slow down a Japanese drive on 
India, lf th at Is what the Japanese Intend to do. 
Or to put It more directly, Gen. Wavell has bean 
th e Individual of greatest Importance to India the 
laat few weeks. He, not the diplomats who couldn’t 
reach an agreement.

^ W h a te v e r confidence the governm ent may seem 
fo have Is probably a m atter of whistling in the 
dark. Germany, which has kept price-freexing in 
effect for upward of a decade, still hasn’t learned 
how to control it satisfactorily. 


Today And Tomorrow 


Control Of Prices Can’t Properly Be Identified 


With Control Of Inflation, But It Is Too Often 


By WALTER LIPPMANN 


T 
HE one clearest and most cer­ 
tain thing about price control 
and inflation is that these complex 
problems cannot be handled by Mr. 
H enderson’s office alone, or by the 
treasury alone. 
The problems arise Inevitably in 
w artim e because 
the 
supply of 
money 
which 
people 
have 
for 
spending Is very much greater than 
tile supply of goods and services 
which the people can buy with 
their money. It Is necessary, there­ 
fore, to control both the supply of 
money and the supply of goods. 
If this Is to be done successfully, 
there m ust exist 
Borne kind of 
economic general staff which Is 
able to lay down policy in the 
whole field where agencies like the 
treasury or Mr. Henderson’s office 
operate. For while In theory the 
President has the power to form­ 
ulate the general policy, In fact 
he cannot have the time and the 
knowledge to exercise this power 
personally, and be therefore must 
delegate It. 
If the reports are correct th at he 
Is preparing to set up some such 
general staff, then we are on our 
way to getting a practical grip on 
this extremely elusive subject. 
When It comes to formulating the 
policy, the most widely-accepted 
formula Is that which Is Identified 
with Mr. Baruch. It calls for a gen­ 
eral ceiling on the prices of all 
goods, and services. There are, I 
realize, very few men now discuss­ 
ing the question who believe as I do 
that this formula obscures rather 
than clarifies the real Issues. 
But there are some who do be­ 
lieve Just that—who believe that 
the Baruch formula Is at best a 
stop-gap device for the very short 
run, capable perhaps of bolding 
prices tem porarily until more effec­ 
tive m easures can be thought out 
and applied, but that for the long 
run, because It is based on an, 
economic fallacy, the formula will I 
not work and has a strong tend-' 
ency to divert attention from the 
necessary measures.

T ft a fallacy, I submit, to teach 
the people to believe th at lf 
price* are forbidden to rise, infla­ 
tion has been prevented. It is much 
more Im portant to understand that 
frozen prices cannot prevent infla­ 
tion; lf there has been an inflation 
of the currency, lf money is more 
plentiful than goods, frozen prices 
merely hide th# inflation and dam 
It up until some later tim e when it 
cannot be dammed up any longer. 
For consider w hat has happened 
when a merchant has to sell his 
goods for less money than they 
would fetch In a free market. The 
merchant has had to accept dollars 
which are not so valuable as the 
goods he has sold. He has received 
depreciated money—which Is the 
very essenos of inflation—and the 
more depredated money he has to 
accept, the more he win seek to 
get rid of the depreciated money 
and get bold of goods—which is the 
vicious spiral of Inflation. 
It IS. therefore, highly misleading 
to Identify the control of prices 
with the control of Inflation. It Is 
Just one more example of trying 
to control the temperature by con­ 
trolling, the thermometer. 
This basic fallacy leads to several 
bad practical effects. One Is to 
maks people think that In wartime 
a government can fix prices so 
that the consumer may expect to 
obtain the same goods for the same 
expenditure of effort. This is not 
possible in wartime. 
We have to make up our minds 
that even lf the prices of goods 
are not allowed to rise. the amount 
of the goods we can buy must bel 
reduced; that even if we stabilize 
prices, 
we 
cannot 
stabilize 
the 
standard’ of living. Under no cir­ 
cumstances must we let the illu­ 
sion prevail that there la any kind 
of price control which will enable 
us to continue to consume as usual. 
lf, therefore, we keep prices from 
rising, which is on the whole but j 
not In all cases probably desirable.] 
than the amount of money which I 


eannot be spent wlU accum ulate in 
crea singly. 
This accumulation 
of unspent 
and unspendable money is inflation 
itself — it is depreciating money 
which men will try not to keep and 
will turn into more valuable goods 
as fast as they can. Ko It Is mis­ 
leading to popularize the Idea that 
price control prevents Inflation. As 
such It In fact promotes Inflation. 
T 
HE true policy, I submit, m ust 
put its primal y emphasis not 
on the control of prices but on 
the control of supplies— the supply 
of money aud the supply of goods 
and services. 
It is necessary to control the 
supply of money in order to keep 
money from depreciating; 
when 
there Is too much of anything In 
relation to other things, that thing 
must fall In value.. The supply of 
money can be controlled by taxes, 
by contracting credit, by volun 
tary and by compulsory waving. 
It Is necessary to control the sup 
ply of goods by rationing where the 
goods are necessities of life and 
where the supply is short and can­ 
not be expanded. 
In other cases, however, control 
best will be exercised by allowing 
the prices to rise. This is where 
a rise in the price will discourage 
unnecessary consumption or where 
It will stim ulate production. 
No system of price control is a 
substitute for, or can be made effec 
tlve without, the control of the sup­ 
ply of money and the control of 
the supply of goods and services. If 
reliance is placed upon ceilings, lf 
attention is not concentrated upon 
taxes, credits, loans, rationing and 
the 
deliberate 
m anipulation 
of 
prices, the celling formula will be a 
snare and a delusion. 
If, on the other hand, the real 
measures of control are made effec 
live, w hat Mr. Baruch Is aiming a t 
will he achieved. Bot. It will be 
achieved not because prices have 
been stabilized, but because the 
factors which made prices have 
been stabilized. 
It Is, of course, highly desirable 
and Indeed imperative th at money 
should not become too depreciated 
But this can be done only by taking 
heroic m easures to reduce the quan­ 
tity of money through taxes and to 
reduce the circulation of money by 
savings and other devices to keep 
money out of circulation—for the 
duration not, only of the war but to 
a considerable degree for the tran 
aition to peace. 
Even with the most heroic meas 
urea we must, however, recognize 
that money cannot be so valuable 
in an era where goods are scarce 
as In an era of abundance. For the 
whole world w ants goods much 
more than It wants money, and 
nothing we can do about the price 
of goods will alter this condition. 
W 
E m ust recognize also, I sub 
mlt, that while the rationing 
of necessities a t moderate prices 
m ust he done as a measure of so­ 
cial Justice and social order, it 
would be a m istake to 'assume th at 
even In total war there is no useful­ 
ness left for the regulating effect 
of prices. The function of prices is 
to bring supply and demand Into 
balance, and even In a total war 
there will be many commodities 
and services where free prices will 
serve His well. 
They will serve us well where, lf 
prices rise. necessary consumption 
will diminish or potential produc­ 
tion not necessary to the war will 
Increase. This Is a fairly Urge 
field, and price movement* In this 
field ought not 
to frighten us. 
There would, for example, be no 
point In freezing the price of straw ­ 
berries, which are produced locally 
for local consumption. If the price 
goes up, there will be more straw ­ 
berries produced until the price 
of strawberries goes down again. 
This Is the normal function of 
prices, and whore the needs of the 
war do not Intervene, there la no 
reason to interfere with it.

He attended 
several 
official 
functions, 
but 
never met Rudolf Hess, although 
the latter may have been at some 
of the functions 
a t which the 
plaintiff was present. He never 
has received any letter from or 
had correspondence with or about 
Rudolf Hess. 
On the evening of May IO, 1940, 
the plaintiff was on duty in the 
operations rooms of a particular 
section of the air force. W hile he 
was on duty an enemy airplane 
was plotted off the coast of Nor­ 
thumberland and had made a land 
fall close to the Fam e Islands 
and continued flying on a westerly 
course. 
He then received a report from 
the Royal Observers Corps that 
the enemy aircraft was a Messer- 
schmltt 110. The plaintiff thought 
that the observer oorps was mis­ 
taken, as an Me-110 could not nor­ 
mally make a flight farther than 
the Scottish coast and return. 
Meanwhile, fighter aircraft were

enemy airplane came to hand. The 
plots continued showing the enemy 
airplane to be flying on no regular 
course, and then stopped sudden­ 
ly south of Glasgow.

“I do not 
know if you recognize me, but I 
am Rudolf Hess,” and he made 
certain statem ents as a result of 
which the plaintiff considered that 
steps should be taken at once to 
verify the truth of the prisoner’s 
statem ent. 
The prisoner suggested to the 
plaintiff that, as he did not properly 
understand what the plaintiff was 
saying the 
(conversation having 
been in English), an Interpreter 
should be obtained so that a fur­ 
ther conversation might take place. 
The plaintiff returned to 
his 
headquarters and im m ediately got 
In touch with the authorities, and 
as a result the prime minister 
sent for him and the plaintiff flew 
south to make his report. Someone 
who knew Hes* was then sent to 
Identify the prisoner, and Mr. Kirk­ 
patrick, of the foreign office, went 
up ajid Identified the man as H obs. 
The Duke was present when the 
conversation took place between 
the prisoner and Mr. Kirkpatrick, 
but, a* the conversation was in 
German, the plaintiff did not un­ 
derstand what took place at the 
time.

prime m inister had Intimated that 
the plaintiffs behavior in the mat-i 


ter had been entirely honorable 
and proper.

HE 
statem ents made in 
the 
first action are contained in 
a pamphlet which appears to have 
been disseminated In various parts 
of London. There can be no doubt 
that the etatem ents in the pamph­ 
let were libelous. 
The plaintiffs case Is that they 
suggested that he was a great 
friend of Hess and approved of 
the p art taken by Hes* In per­ 
secuting, torturing and murdering 
members of the working classes; 
the he was friendly and in sym­ 
pathy with the governments of the 
countries with which Hi* Majesty 
is at war; that the plaintiff and 
his friends had helped to build up 
Hitler, because their only aim was 
to smash the working classe* and 
destroy 
democratic 
rights, 
and 
that the plaintiff Is a contemptible 
and despicable person and a Crim! 
nal and ought to be thrown into 
prison. 
The defendant Montagu wrote 
an article In “World News and 
Views.” 
The 
plaintiff 
felt 
that 
this article was meant to insin­ 
uate that he had been plotting 
with the enemies of this country, 
th at he was a disloyal person, 
that he was in sym pathy with the 
Nazis, th at his main object was 
to oppress the working classes, 
and th at he was a contemptible 
and despicable person. 
The plaintiff felt th at he could 
not allow these statem ents to pass 
without 
taking 
action. 
On 
the 
other hand, he has no desire to 
press his claim unduly, and, a* 
the defendants, other than Mr. Pol- 
lltt, in each case have undertaken 
to apologize for the statem ents 
complained of. the plaintiff is pre­ 
pared to accept such apalogy as It 
I* proposed to be made in open 
court by counsel on behalf of the 
defendants, and the plaintiff will 
be satisfied with these apologies 
and the payment of an agreed sum 
by way of costs.

Messrs. McDermott 
and Nathan, it is true, are big shot dram atic critic*, 
the latter a widely-known operator on Broadway, but 
th at’s what the voice from the gallery is going to 
yelp about—briefly. 
Mr. Nathan has been wondering in some magazine 
—for at least five cents a word—w-hy he keeps going 
to the theater when there are so few good plays. 
He puts down a lot of silly reasons (such as It 
keeps him from being bothered by pests and keeps 
him from drinking—effete New Yorkish stuff, deah, 
deah.) 
So Mr. McDermott took a deep breath and made 
like a wise man. The reason Mr. Nathan keeps going 
to shows when they are stinkers, said Mr McDer­ 
mott, was because Mr. Nathan knows that In every 
play, no m atter how bad, there always are some 
bright spots. 
This would scare any ordinary reader into respect­ 
ful silence. It just happens, though, that when the 
dram atic smartie-pants tangle with Twill they’re 
getting Into extraordinary stuff. Years ago this 
w riter was a dramatic critic. It was an aw-ful experi­ 
ence.

Why because as soon as they fixed ll so 
someone else got paid for going to shows we quit 
going. Aside from a few whirls at bank nights in 
sm all towns, we haven’t been to more than a dozen 
of the things voluntarily since then. They were 
swell. The rest of the hundreds that were sand- 
witched In between—well, they gave movie critics 
something to do to make a living.

Pleas Judge Joel H. Sfoarp Tuesday 
handed out five stiff sentences to 
county men, placed an East Liver­ 
pool man on probation and sus­ 
pended action on two other cases.

The Middle Bast la temporarily 
ta balance now—a dangerous bal­ 
ance dependent on what Turkey 
does. Her neutrality Is under a 
terrific barrage el Axis and United 
Nations promises of military, eco­ 
nomic and political support. 
She lies acrose the top of the 
Middle Bast like a 'double-bar­ 
relled shotgun. Whichever aide can 
pull the trigger first, can get a 
head start that may determine the 
reeult of the war. 
Turkey's eastern mountains form 
a natural defensive barrier across 
that country, blocking off the high 
plateaus and fertile valleys of the 
western and central sectors. Her 
Industrial, modernised cities of the 
west give way to the rich brown 
oriental east, fading into the vil­ 
lages and the sands of the deserts 
of Syria and of Iraq, Iran and Saudi 
Arabia. 
Along the rivers—ouch sa the 
Euphrates and Tigris that nour­ 
ished th# Garden of Eden-—the 
nomads have replaced their tents 
with small communities. -Baghdad 
and the great port on the Persian 
Gulf, Besra, and the railroad ter­ 
minals combine the splendor of 
oriental architecture with western 
civilization. 
TURKEY ties th# Middle East 
land bridge to Europe through 
her Bulgarian and Greek frontiers; 
to Asia through her Russian and 
Syrian frontiers. And beyond Tur­ 
key lies the oil of Iran and Iraq— 
and the wealth of the Indies. 
Modern .Turkey dates back to 
1920 when Mustache Kern a1 Ate* 
turk overthrew what remained of 
the old Ottoman Empire. He sought 
to uproot Mohammedanism ta the 
modernisation process. 
* He divorced from the state hut 
did not thereby endear to Turkey 
the 160,000 Moslem Arabs living 
in his southern territory nor th* 
staunch Moslem Arabs of Iran, 
Iraq and Saudi Arabia. 
Diplomate are busy in Ankara, 
Turkey’* 
capital, 
building 
and 
mending International fences. Tbs 
long-standing differences between 
the IS million Turks end the six 
and one-half million Bulgar* were 


reportedly healed a year ago by 
a non-aggression pact 
This was quickly followed by 
German Invasion or "protective 
custody" of Bulgaria. That country 
baa longed for frontage on the 
Aegean tea, presumably to be ob­ 
tained from Axle-conquered Greece. 
Hitler, in turn, has been asking 
Bulgaria for soldiers to fight the 
Russians. 
But the Bulgers, who became In­ 
dependent of Turkey in 1908 and 
are long-standing friends of Russia, 
would rather fight tbs Turks, in 
•pits of their friendship pact. 
TURKEY’S 
relations with the 
United Nations have been up 
and down. A non-belligerent ally 
of Britain, with pledges of support 
if she should be Axis-attacked, 
Turkey last summer signed a sur­ 
prise amity pact with Germany. 
Turkey might be expected to go 
with the Axis against the Arab 
states and Iraq, Iran and Syria— 
all parts of her former empire. But 
modern Turkey, run by Gen. Ismet 
Inonu since Kemal Ataturk’s death, 
seems content to build and remain 
a nation rather than an empire. 
High up on American leaae-lend 
priority lists, Turkey has been 
building her 750,000 army into a 
modern machine with equipment 
coming from the United States and 
Britain. 
Syria, United Nations Jumping 
off point to help an Invaded Tur­ 
key or to Invade an Axis-aligned 
Turkey, 
is happier under Free 
French and British military con­ 
trol than she was under the League 
of Nations French Mandats. 
Th* Jewish-A rah differences In 
the Holy Land have not been com­ 
posed but merely put aside for the 
more urgent business of fighting 
the common enemy. 
From Trans-Jordan gaily robed 
Bedouins keep tbs Allied peace 
through the deserts of Saudi Arabia 
under Major John Bago Glubb, 
qoramander-in-chief of Emir Ab­ 
dullah's forces 
From Bulgaria around the semi­ 
circle hack to Libya and southeast 
through Persia to Afghanistan and 
India, the Middle Bast is tense. The 
Axis and United Nations armies 
and the conglomerate populations 
await the opening of the latest— 
but to weary Asia Minor just an­ 
other—in the series of battle# for 
the doorway to the East.

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The Ancient Battle GrouniOf Middle East 
Now Awaits A New Assault; Turkey Is Key

THE thrice holy land of the Mid­ 
dle East—birthplace of Chris­ 
tianity, Judaism and Mohammedan­ 
ism—is once again armed to the 
teeth. 
Bombers 
from 
Burbank 
and 
fighters from Buffalo wing. over 
the 
deserts 
where 
Babylon’s 
legions warred 2,500 years before 
Christ; where the Assyrian Em­ 
pire (1770 B. C.) was wiped out 
by A ram ©ans where the barbar­ 
ians from the north, the Persians 
and the Modes built empires that 
in turn ruled Egypt and what we 
know as Turkey, Persia, Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 
Alexander the Greet conquered 
the land bridge for the Greeks 
some 400 years before Christ. Then 
In turn came the Seleucldes, the 
Bornane and the White Huns, the 
Bysantinee, the Persians again, the 
Arabs and the Seljuks. 
W estern Europe because Inter­ 
ested as a result of the unsuccess­ 
ful Crusades to free the Holy Land 
from the infidels. 
Afterwards Genghis Khan and 
his Mongol hordes swept westward 
from China and India. His sons 
carried on, giving way to the Otto­ 
man Empire which flourished from 
the 16th century until it broke 
up during the World war. 
THROUGH the centuries the war­ 
ring empires fought to own the 
Middle East land bridge between

Europe and Asia. On whichever 
continent they grew, they had to 
control the bridge in order to 
expand to the other continent and 
to control the trade routes east 
and west. 
The Middle Bast is temporarily 
in balance now—a dangerous bal­ 
ance dependent on what Turkey 
does. Her neutrality is under a 
terrific barrage of Axis and United 
Nations promisee of military, eco­ 
nomic and political support. 
She lies acrose the top of the 
Middle Bast like a ‘double-bar­ 
relled shotgun. Whichever side can 
pull the trigger first, can get a 
head start that may determine the 
result of the war. 
Turkey's eastern mountains form 
a natural defensive barrier across 
that country, blocking off the high 
plateaus and fertile valleys of the 
western and central sectors. Her 
industrial, modernized cities of the 
west give way to the tich brown 
oriental east, fading into the vil­ 
lages and the sands of the deserts 
of Syria and of Iraq, Iran and Saudi 
Arabia. 
Along the rivers—such as the 
Euphrates and Tigris that nour­ 
ished the Garden of Eden—the 
nomads have replaced their tents 
with small communities. Baghdad 
and the great port on the Persian 
Gulf, Basra, and the railroad ter­ 
minals oomblne the splendor of 
oriental architecture with western 
civilization. 
TURKEY ties the Middle East 
land bridge to Europe through 
her Bulgarian and Greek frontiers; 
to Asia through her Russian and 
Syrian frontiers. And beyond Tur­ 
key lies the oil of Iran and Iraq— 
and the wealth of the Indies. 
Modern .Turkey dates back to 
1920 when Mu staphs Kern a1 Ate- 
turk overthrew what remained of 
the old Ottoman Empire. He sought 
to uproot Mohammedanism In the 
modernisation process. 


> H s divorced from the state but 
did not thereby endear to Turkey 
the 150.000 Moslem Arabs living 
in his southern territory nor the 
staunch Moslem Arabs of limn, 
Iraq and Saudi Arabia. 
Diplomats are busy In Ankara. 
Turkey’s 
capital, 
building 
and 
mending International fences. The 
long-standing differences between 
the IS million Turks and the six 
and one-half million Bulgar* wert 


reportedly healed a year ago by 
a non-aggression pact 
Thla was quickly followed by 
German invasion or “protective 
custody” of Bulgaria. That country 
has longed for frontage on the 
Aegean sea, presumably to be ob­ 
tained from Axis-conquered Greece. 
Hitler, in turn, has been asking 
Bulgaria for soldiers to fight the 
Russians. 
But the Bulgers, who became in­ 
dependent of Turkey in 1908 and 
are long-etanding friends of Russia, 
would rather fight the Turks, in 
spite of their friendship pact. 
T 
URKEY'S 
relations with 
the 
United Nations have been up 
and down. A non-belligerent ally 
of Britain, with pledges of support 
if she should be Axis-attacked, 
Turkey last summer signed a sur 
prise amity pact with Germany. 
Turkey might be expected to go 
with the Axis against the Arab 
states and Iraq, Iran and Syriar— 
all parts of her former empire. But 
modern Turkey, run by Gen. Ism et 
Inonu since Kemal Ataturk’s death, 
seems content to build and remain 
a nation rather than an empire. 
High up on American lease-lend 
priority lists, Turkey has been 
building her 750,000 army into a 
modem machine with equipment 
coming from the United State* and 
Britain. 
Syria, United Nations jumping 
off point to help an invaded Tur­ 
key or to invade an Axis-aligned 
Turkey, is 
happier under Free 
French and British military con­ 
trol than she was under the League 
of Nations French Mandate. 
The Jewish-Arab differences in 
the Holy Land have not been com­ 
posed but merely put aside for the 
more urgent business of fighting 
the common enemy. 
From Trans-Jordan gaily robed 
Bedouins keep the Allied peace 
through the deserts of Saudi Arabia 
under Major John Bago Glubb, 
qommander-ln-chlef of Emir Ab- 
dullah’s forces 
From Bulgaria around the semi­ 
circle back to Libya and southeast 
through Persia to Afghanistan and 
India, the Middle East is tense. The 
Axis and United Nations armies 
and the conglomerate populations 
await the opening of the latest— 
but to weary Asia Minor just an­ 
other—in the series of battles for 
the doorway to the East.

“ BEND IN T H E RIVER.” by Jan 
Valtln. 
ONE 
of our 
leading 
literary 
enigmas has been Jan Valtin. 
since the publication of “Out of 
the Night”. Now he is a little less 
than an enigma, thank* to a book 
called “Bend in the River”, and 
especially to a foreword contrib­ 
uted, to the book by “Pat” GII 
Rankin. 
■Rankin was a fellow convict of 
Valtin’s when the latter was in 
San Quentin prison, and what he 
hag to say goes a long way toward 
explaining Valtin. 
Only he was not Valtin when 
Rankin knew him, but Richard 
Krebs. And Rankin saw then the 
power and for that matter the 
material which have since been 
a part of Valtin-Krebs. 
One of the 
chief 
difficulties 
with "Out of the Night” seems 
to have been the unexplained skill 
with which a sailor and an alien 
was able to write English. 
Rankin 
knew 
Krebs 
in 
San 
Quentin 
14 years ago. At that 
time Krebs had been 
studying 
English five years and Rankin says 
that already his command of the 
language wa* sufficient that he 
never would have suspected him 
to be a foreigner. At that time 
also, according to Rankin. Krebs 
was writing in English, and well 
enough that he attracted much at­ 
tention in the prison, and among 
University of California Instructors 
in the extension department. 
Krebs was swallowing extension 
courses by the dozens and getting 
remarkable grades in.them as well. 
He was also teaching in prison, 
German for one subject, and later 
navigation. Rankin says he was 
an amazingly good teacher, and 
that his navigation classes were 
not only successful but popular— 
which 'eeems odd, and affecting, 
in a prison. 
In any case the 23 stories In 
“Bend in the River” prove sev­ 
eral things. The most important 
i* that Krebs-Valtin could write 
well long before he sat himself 


' down to write “Out of the Night”. 
Another is that a good many of 
the experiences which roused so 
much controversy in that famous 
book had been told in substan­ 
tially the same way in some of 
! these stories. 
And a third is that the shorter 
pieces prove that through the years 
Krebs was changing (perhaps grow­ 
ing ie the word) much as he shows 
himself to have grown in “Out of 
the Night.” 
The new book is a considerable 
contribution to Valtiniana.

HITLER'S DREAM 
RECALLS ROME'S 
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Talk To Rotary By Educator 


Compares Conquests 


"Adolf Hitler’s new order for 
Europe,” 
Dr. John Coleman 
of 
Geneva college said in an address 
before the Rotary club Tuesday in 
the Travelers’ hotel, ‘is an empire 
built along the same lines as that 
of the ancient Roman empire”. 
Just as the Romans dominated 
the known world between 96 A. D. 
and ISO A. D., it is the fuehrer's 
aim to conquer and dominate Eu­ 
rope, the political science professor 
•aid. 
"The ancient Roman conception 
of peace and the one predominant 
in Hitler’s mind are parallel. Both 
races— the 
Romans during the 
building of their empire and the 
Germans attempting to conquer Eu­ 
rope today—are ‘superior people’ 
because the Romans said they were 
then and the Germans say they are 
today. Their conceptions of peace 
are Identical and the only way they 
see to have it Is to have one 
power.” 
Peace Under Rome 
The Romans had peace when 
Rome ruled the world; there was 
prosperity, and although there was 
oppression and some bad govern­ 
ment there’ wasn’t any war, Dr, 
Coleman pointed out. Hitler, he 
said. holds the same views. 
“The Germans today look to the 
Fatherland as God and to Hitler 
as his prophet. If Hitler were to 
die the movement of dominance 
would persist. He Is the expression,

Childhood best tim e to have 
m easles. 
M 
EASLES Is a great spring dis­ 
ease. It Is probably the most 
universal disease In the world. It 
la even more universal than preg­ 
nancy 
because 
It 
affects 
both 
•exes. 
In one out of a m illion cases It 
Is fairly serious, the rest of the 
tim e it 
is a mild disease 
and 
m ight as well be gotten over in 
infancy. 
T here, are Borne physi­ 
cians and public health officials 
who run around like chickens with 
their heads off and try to prevent 
m easles. 
In the first place you might as 
well try to 
prevent rain, snow 
and sun, and in the second place, 
I think It is a good thing Jot a 
child to have m easles and get it 
over. 
The only serious cases of 
m easles are those which occur in 
institutions 
where 
children 
are 
gathered together in groups, such 
as orphan asylums and boarding 
schools. 
World War M easles 
We had a terrible time with 
m easles in the army in 1917 and 
1918, 
because 
we didn’t realize 
how cross infections made serious 
complications. The serious compli­ 
cation of m easles is a broncho­ 
pneumonia which apparently comes 
from the inhalation of cough drop­ 
le ts and 
sputum 
droplets 
from 
other m easles patients. 
M easles begins as a coryza—in 
other words it com es like a com­ 
mon cold, a runny nose, red eyes, 
a cough and bronchitis, and it isn’t 
until four or five days that the 
eruption breaks out and the true 
nature of the condition is revealed. 
If the child is segregated at home 
in a room by itself from the very 
first period of infection, very few 
complications are likely to arise 
and the disease will probably run 
a very mild course. 
In a certain 
number of cases an infection of 
tb s middle ears (otitis media) oc­ 
curs, but this is not especially se­ 
rious if properly treated. 
More Serious In Adults 
Th# reason that I believe that 
a ll children m ight Just as 
well 
have m easles to begin with is that 
w hen it affects adults, it is vary 
serious. 
In our army experience 
w e found that soldiers from the 
city were hardly ever affected, but 
when we got a new draft of coun­ 
try boys, they came down with 
m easles 
in 
large 
numbers 
and 
when they had to be treated in 
hospital 
wards 
or 
In 
barracks, 
cross infection was very prevalent. 
M easles in adults can be very 
puzzling. 
I remember a patient, a 
nurse girl who came from a coun­ 
try district, who bad nursed 
a 
child through m easles end 
who 
w as sent to m e because she was 
supposed to have a cold. 
I exam­ 
ined 
her daily, 
was 
quite 
con­ 
vinced that sh e had nothing but a 
cold, but she insisted that she had 
caught th e m easles from the child. 
It w asn’t until two weeks after 
sh e first got sick that the erup­ 
tion broke out and when I saw her 
that day she said, "You can’t say 
now I haven’t got the m easles.” 
The 
treatm ent of 
m easles 
Is 
still in the primitive stage. 
The 
eyes should be washed out with 
boric acid, 
th e skin 
should 
he 
soothed and a steam kettle should 
be used in the room to help the 
bronchitis, but there is no specific 
treatm ent.

Order From Roosevelt 


‘War Of Survival’ 


President Believes That’s 


Best Name For Conflict

WASHINGTON, April 15—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt Tuesday handed 
over to the Board of Economic 
Warfare, headed by Vice Presi­ 
dent Henry A. Wallace, sole re­ 
sponsibility for, waging the war 
with dollars on foreign fronts. 
A sweeping executive order, cut­ 
ting into authority previously held 
by 
the 
Reconstruction 
Finance 
Corp. and other federal agencies, 
gave Wallace’s board power to di­ 
rect this country’s buying of war 
materials and civilian goods in 
any world market. 
Previously 
Wallace’s 
organiza­ 
tion had 
power to advise and 
recommend, while RFC and at 
least six other agencies had fin­ 
gers in the actual policy making 
and 
purchasing 
of rubber 
and 
other critical supplies. 
The decree, one official source 
said, created a “foreign Donald 
Nelson’’—meaning that the author­ 
ity over foreign economic rela­ 
tions conferred on Wallace wa* 
equivalent to the vast domestic 
powers vested in the chairman 
of the War Production Board.
